WASHINGTON, D. C. - Senator 
John Stennis strongly attacked 
what he called “an astounding 
move by Administration leaders 
to ram a full-fledged federal aid 
to education program through a 
legislative side door.”

The number “1” on the tele- 
phone dial, there at your finge 
tips, will be the key to brir 
50 million: voices, -manycges!

Direct Distance Dialing (DDD) 
is the term for this new telephone 
service. It will reach Bay St. Louis 
next Sunday, August 12, 1962. 


DDD means that customers ser- 
ved by this exchange will be able 
to dial their own station-to-station 
long distance calls about as easily 
and quickly as dialing a local num- 
ber. 


Person-to-person, collect, coin 
telephone, credit card and other 
class calls requiring the assistance 
of an operator will be handled as 
in the past. 


In placing a DDD call you first 
dial “1”. Then, if your call is with- 
in Mississippi, you dial your de- 
sired number. If the call is outside 
of the state, you must dial “1”, 
the area code number -- three 
digits - for the section you wish 
to call, and then the seven-digit 
telephone number in the distant 
city. Thus, a typical DDD number 
might be 1-404-JA-5-1234. 


Your telephone directory lists 
many area code numbers. In most 
cases they conform to state bound- 
aries. 


To find out the number in the 
distant city, if you do not know it, 
dial the operator. When the num- 
ber is obtained, hang up for a 
moment and then dial it, includ- 
ing, if required, the appropriate 
code. 

When a DDD call is_placea, 
automatic equipment records the 
number you are calling, the time 
and date of the call, and the leng 
th of the conversation. An opera- 
tor will come in on the line to re- 
cord the number you are calling 
from after you have dialed the 
distant number.
